Bx-Kinff Milan Causes a Disturbance 
in a Bali Room— General 
Notes. 

London, Feb. 6.— Dr. Billroth, a distin- 
guished German Burgeon, is dead at Ab- 
bazia of heart disease. 

The commorcial troaty between Germany 
and Russia shows that RuBBia made several 
oonceasiona in reduoing duties on German 
goods. 

It is authoritatively stated that the Pope 
will Bhortly publish on encyclical on tho 
union of the Westorn and Eastern churchep. 

The Duke and Duchess of Connaught are 
to go to Germany in April for a short time, 
and will bo at Coburg for the marriage of 
Grund Duke of Hesso and tho Princeaa Vic- 
toria Molita. 

Tho Emperor and Empress of Russia havo 
invited tho Princo and Princess of Walea 
and tho Princesses Victoria and Maud to go 
to St. Petersburg for tho wodding of the 
Grand Duchess Xenia and the Grand Duko 
Nicolavitch, which ceremony will take 
place about Whit Monday. 

The Prineo of Wales' racing yacht Britan- 
nia yesterday left Cowsi for Gibraltar on 
her way to Marseilles- Tho Princo of 
Wales will not leave for tho Riviera until 
the second week in March. Ho will return 
to London ubout April 9, about ten days be 
foro proceeding to Coburg. 

A dispatch from Prague, Bohemia, says 
that Lieutonant Ikolovich, of the Austro- 
Hungarian army, quarrelled with a party of 
merchauta in a beer house in Pilson. Ikolo- 
vich drew his sword, and after wounding 
two of the merchants ran it through an- 
other named Coton. Within a few 
mnmentB Coten was dead. 

Mr. Gosohen, who is accompanying his 
daughter to Wiesbaden, halted for two 
days at Brussels as the gueat of Sir Francis 
and Lady Piunkott, and was able to satisfy 
King Leopold as to the sensational reports 
of Mr. Gladstone's impending resignation. 
The great gathering at tho palace waB one 
of tho largest and moat animated ever re- 
membsred. 

In 1881 Signor Campanolla, a prominent 
resident of Civita Lavigna, in a quarrel 
killed a man named Falcini in self-defence, 
but Falcini's brother swore to avongo his 
death. Campanella was to havo beon mar- 
ried this morning. Falcini's brother cut 
the throat of tho expectant bridegroom, 
placed the corpse in the nuptial bed that 
had been prepared and then gave himself 
up to the police. The bride-eleot, it is be- 
lieved, will lose her reason. 

An event of considerable interest was tho 
marriago of Mr. Bruco Baillie and Hon Nel- 
lie Liza Bags, daughtorof Lord Burton, of 
tho brewing company of Bass & Co. of Bur- 
ton-on-Trent. The bridegroom, who Ib a 
Scotch landowner, is a couein of tho 
Earl of Elgin, now Viceroy of India, 
and the bride is tho prospective hoireas to 
thirty millions. Some timo back her father, 
it la aaid, cauoed the break up of an engage- 
ment with a wealthy commoner aB he aimed 
at a coronet for his daughter. 

It is announced that the Fronoh Minister 
of Marine has decided that Admiral Gervais 
shall be supplanted by the next admiral in 
command, he having, when M. Lockroy, 
referring to tho charges which he had 
brought in the Chamber agaiuat the navy, 
took occasion to praiso its officers, inter- 
rupted, very hotly : " Tho officers of the 
navy have no need of your praises, and I 
decline them in their name." At that time 
the Minister of Marino declared that the 
matter had reached a stage which required 
to bo discussed by tho Government. 

Regarding a report that a big pool had 
been formed on this side of tho Atlantic by 
different steamship lines, the representative 
of one of tho leuding transportation lines 
said tho atatement was incorrect so far as 
the British lines wero concerned, but tho 
continental lines havo already comploted 
arrangements to pool Atlantic passenger 
earnings, and aro negotiating to pool earn- 
ings of freight business. Tho British 
steamship companies aro likely to conclude 
an agreement with the continental lines 
which will diminish competition. 

The PrinceBa of WaleB and her daughter 
left Sandringhan on Saturday for Osborne 
on a visit to the Queen, accompanied by the 
Prince. Her Royal Highness is quite re- 
stored to health, and will probably pay o 
visit to tho Duke and Duchess of Fife when 
ahe leaves Oaborno. The Queon has begged 
tho Princoas to postpone hor departure for 
the Mediterranean until after the drawing- 
rooms to bo held at Buckingham Palace on 
February 27 and March 6. Tho presence of 
tho Princoss at these funotlons Ib proof of 
tho falsity of tho reports bo recklessly cir- 
culated about hor resolution to retire from 
aocioty. 

Ex-King Milan, accompanied King Alex- 
ander, his son, to tho mcrohanta' .ball hero 
laat evening. He had been in tho ball but a 
ahort time when General Gruitch, for- 
merly Premier, approached him. Milan at 
once began o violent tirado againat him, ac- 
cusing Gruitch of plotting agaiuat tho gov- 
ernment and prompting the disloyalty of tho 
radicals to the throne. He spoko ao loudly 
that his voico penetratod to all parts of tho 
room. Tho danciug ceuaed and tho gueatB 
listened to Gruitch'a reply. Tho ox-Premier 
stood still until Milan bog'in to threaten 
him, and ho turned and left tho room with- 
out having made any answer to Milan. 

There has been a revival of all tho old 
speculations us to what will happen when 
Mr. Gladstone's resignation actually takes 
place. There are two men markod out for 
lirst right to tho leadership— Sir William 
Hurcourt by priority of service, and Lord 
Rosebory by superiority of ability and 
popularity. Sir William will not serve 
under Lord Rosebory and Lord Roatbery 
will not Berve under Sir William. Shrewd 
atudents of politics hold that a good humored 
man of no importance, such as Mr. Campbell 
Banncrman has tho best chance of succes- 
sion to the leadership, if the Liberals should 
como back victorious from tho polls. 

When military and naval officers are or- 
dered to active service the extra premium 
demanded by the insurance offices is a very 
serious consideration, As instances, Gen. 
Honry Brackenbury had to pay £25 for 
every one hundred pounds insured at the 
outbreak of the Aohanteo war, and Gen. 
Wolsoley had to pay £25 for every ono hun- 
dred. Elaborate calculations have since 
been gone into as to the risks of officers from 



a life assurance point of view, and the board 
of Gresham have adopted a Bet of premium 
rates within uasy reaoh of officers. For in- 
stance, in case of tho outbreak of war for a 
policy covering risks of climate and warfare 
an officer agod 30 would pay only 8b. 8d. 
per hundred pounds more than a civilian in 
London. 



SOCIALIST SUPPORT. 

German Government Assisted by Herr Bcbel— 
Exports of Girls to Russia for Im- 
moral Purposes. 

BERLIN, Feb. C— The question of salaries 
paid to oilioials in tho Home office was de- 
bated in -the Reiohstag to-day in conneotion 
with the vote of supply. Herr Bobel, the 
Socialist leader, in roferring to tho emigra- 
tion bill, spoke of the exportation of Ger- 
man girls, chiefly Jowesses, for immoral 
purposes. He declared that in order to 
enable procuressos to take these girlB into 
Russia, they wero baptized by force at Ham- 
burg. 

Dr. von Boettoher, Secretary of the Im- 
perial Homo Office, declared that he waB 
ignorant of the factB Btatcd by Herr Bebel, 
whom ho thanked for calling his attention 
to tho mattor, promising that tho traffic in 
girls would, aa far as posaible, bo stopped 
inatantly. Tho Socialists supported the 
voto of supply for tho new directorship of 
the Homo Office, Herr Bobel Baying that his 
party waa justified, us the post was specially 
formed to carry out tho work of tho Social- 
ists. Tho National Liberals and tho mem- 
bers of the Centre party refused to support 
tho Government, holding that tho demand 
was not necessary. 

ABROGATION DAY. 



How the Anniversary of the Hawaiian 
Revolution was Celebrated 
at Honolulu. 



Proceeding's in Congress Eeg-ardina: 
the Actions of Willis and 
Blount. 



Honolulu, Jan. 19, (per bjrkentine W. 
H. Dimond) — Tho observation of abrogation 
day passed off with porfect good order. 
The American Loague raised a now Ameri- 
can ihg. The military paraded and a noon 
salute waB fired. Public reception was held 
in the council room. Illuminations and 
fireworks woro displayed with a brilliancy 
unprecedented hero. All cloBed with a very 
enthusiastic mass meeting. The executive 
building swarmed with visitors to tho recep- 
tion. No uniforms were seen except a few 
of the local military- A few consuls and 
naval officers were present in ordinary garb. 
Tho warships wore decked out with tho 
week's washing, and the men kept aboard. 

Some of the officera did not stint their 
denunciation of Minister Willis, who was 
tho only foreign representative to make any 
reply to thenotioea sent them of the rocop- 
tion. To avoid the discourtesy of a refusal 
they treated tho notices as merely notifica- 
tions, not invitations, and needed no reply. 
It is learned that thoy wero under general 
instructions to avoid anything offensive to 
tho queen whom President , Cleveland has 
announced his intention to restore. To 
havo in any way participated in the celebra- 
tion of hor dethronement would have been 
an offensive act to her. Most of the consuls 
are in "earnest sympathy with the govern- 
ment, but wore compollod officially to follow 
the lead of WilliB. 

The mass meeting was attended by a 
crowd of several thousand people, attracted 
by tho illuminations and fireworks. Two 
hundred incandescent lights illuminated the 
equaro. Unlike tho defiant tone of tho 
meeting on November 25, the Bpeechea were 
hopeful and congratulatory, though tinged 
with a heroic tone. The audience listened 
with great enthusiasm for an hour and a 
quarter. Hanwell pointed out the monarchy 
had its Runnymede in 1887, and that in 
1 SOU its trampling on that constitution loft 
nothing but deposition. Walter Smith 
glorified tho heroism of tho Honolulu 
battalions, who defied tho demands of tho 
President. All the speakers pointed to 
annexation aa tho goal to bo Bought. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. — The consideration 
of tho Hawaiian resolutions waa resumed in 
the House and addresses woro mado by 
Representatives Outhwalte, Dom. , Ohio; 
Cuthbertaon, Dem., Texas; Storon, Rep., 
Loud, Rep., Cal.; Sicklea, Dem.; Turner, 
Dem., Ga. ; Deforest, Dom.. Ky.; Hepburn, 
Rep. and Hooker, Dom., Miss. 

General Sickles created somewhat of a 
sensation by avowing his opposition to the 
resolution and announcing that he would 
voto againat it, and he curried out thia dec- 
laration later. At 3:30 the House began 
voting on tho pending resolution and that 
introduced by Mr. Blair, Rep., N. H., de- 
claring for a policy of annoxation was de- 
feated — ayos 90, nayB 155. 

Mr. Hitt's resolution condemning tho 
action of Minister Willis in interfering with 
tho Republican Government, to which ho 
was accredited, waa also lost — avos 9S, 
nays 138. 

Mr. Reed, Rep., Maine, mado a motion 
to reoommitt tho MoCroary resolution and 
this waa defeated by u vote of 97 to 133. 

On the resolution offered by Mr. Mo- 
Croary tho roll waa called. Tho Republicana 
refrained from voting and only 1G0 Demo- 
crats voted in tho affirmative 

There being no quorum Mr. MoCreary 
moved a cull of the Houao and tho Repub- 
licans, under the leadership ot Mr. Reid, 
began filbusroring and kept the House tied 
up until 6:30 when all loavea of absence 
were revoked, Telograma wero Bent for 
tho aboont and tho House adjourned.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Order-in-Councll Signed for Non-inter- 
ference In Northwest School 
Question. 



The Local Authorities Requested to 
Afford Relief to Well Founded 
Grievances. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb, 6.— Tho Governor-General 
yesterday signed tho Order-ln-Council for 
non-interference with the Northwest sohool 
ordinance of December, 1892. The minutes 
of council adopted embodies an extended 
reply to Lho complaints of certain potition- 
ors. Many of thene complaints are discov- 
ered to bo either unfounded or else based 
upon misapprehension aa to the Federal 
powor, inasmuch aa tho regulations in ques- 
tion wore mado under the old ordinance!, 
which aro now altogether beyond the scope 
of tho Federal authoritiea. The petitioners 
eeemtobounder the impression'thatnnappeal 
lay to the Governor-General in Council, as 
in the caso of tho Provinces, for the purpose 
of having remedial orders passed. Such is not 
tho caso, but the Order-in-Couneil adopted 
meots tho alternative prayer of the peti- 
tioners by requeating tho Lieut. -Governor, 
Executive Committee and Assembly to 
carefully inquire into tho complaints 
of tho petitioners, in order that 
relief may be given by Buch 
amending ordinances or amending regula- 
tions as may be found necessary to meet 
any grievance or any well-founded appre- 
hensions that may bo ascertained to exist. 
From communications which have passed 
between the Department of Justice and the 
Executive Committee of the Northwest, ib 
appears that every precaution wua taken by 
the Northwest Executive to protect tho 
rights of the Roman Catholio minority, al- 
though it ia evident from the petitiona sent 
inthatBomo people thought those rights 
had beon unduly interfered with.

NEWS CONFIRMED. 

British Government Advised of the French- 
English Conflict In Sierra Leone. 

LoNDON.Feb 6. — In theHouseof Lorda to- 
day the Marquis of Ripon.Seoretary of -State 
for the ColonieB, stated that despatches had 
been received confirming the reporta of an 
engagement between a body of British mili- 
tary police and a French force, in tho Sofa 
country, in the interior of Sierra Leone, in 
which six of tho French troopa wero killed. 
According to the diapatchea, tho Frenoh 
wore the aggressors, having uttacked tho 
British. 

It is virtually certain that the encounter 
between tho British and French military 
police, reported in o despatch from Sierra 
Leone yesterday, occurred about forty miles 
north of Freetown, where the French and 
British frontiers touched. Aa there is no 
expedition in that locality, it is probable 
that the two bodieB that came into collision 
were native police and not Europeans. »>., 

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Tho Mnyoraltj Election to be Contcsted-Quo- 
bec Cabinet Chango-Tc Reduce 
Advocates' Fees. 

Montrkal, Feb. 6.— (Special.) -The ex- 
amination of ballots in tho recent conteat for 
the mayoralty, in which Aid. Villeneuve 
was declared elected by a majority of 176 
votes, was finished by tho city clerk and 
shows that 1,400 ballotB wore rejeoted by 
the returning officera.

In the articlo headed "Tho Work of Ro- 
lief," in your Sunday's (tho 4th inst.) issue, 
you Bay : "It is aomowhat singular that not 
a 8ingle woman baa applied to the commit- 
teo for work or usaistanco — ," etc. 

Now, Sir, this is not so ; they may not 
have como to tho Citizens' Relief commit- 
tee, fearing, no doubt, that they might bo 
seen, but to the officers of tho B C. Benevol- 
ent Society thoro havo been many applica- 
tions from families during the last few 
woeks, and relief has been given at once. 

The policy of the B.C. Benevolent Soeioty 
has always beon to do a groat portion, if not 
all of ita work secretly. If a family haa got 
into a tight corner, and, as is almost always 
tho case, thty sudor without letting it bo 
known, tho society get to know about it 
somehow, and assistance promptly follows. 
Thia is all fully recorded in the secretary's 
books, but. that record is inviolate, under 
lock and key, and its information ia never 
given away, except to the president, vice- 
president, or tho twelve committee men. 

I have written this merely to correct what 
might have causod an orroneous impression 
to got into the public mind, a8 well aa to 
ahow that it waa not your fault that you 
had not tho information as to women, chil- 
dren aud families having been assisted.

Possibilities of the Yukon District— 
The Cowielian Ktver 
Obstructions. 



Tho quarterly mcetiDg of the Council of 
the 15. C. Hoard of Trado was hold yester- 
day morning,' there being in attendance : 
President A. C. Fiumorfelt, and Messrs. T. 
B. Hall, C. E. Rcnouf, J. U. Todd, T. S. 
Futcher, H. F. Heisterman, H. E. Connan, 
W. H. Ellis, T. R. Smith, Robert Ward, A. 
B. Gray, E. G. Prior, M.P., D. R. Ker, A, 
L. Belyeu, and— by invitation— R. H. Hall, 
M.P.P., who while a mcmbsr of the Board 
is not a member of tho Counoil. 

Routino buaiuess being disposed of, a re- 
port was received from tho Bpecial com- 
mittee appointed to investigate tho possi- 
bilities of trado in tho Yukon country, this 
committee being composed of Messrs. M. 
T. JohnstoD, E. G. Prior, M.P., ond Thos. 
Earlo, M. P., and their roport being as 
appended : — 

To the President ami MemXiers of the British 
Columbia Hoard of Trade: 
Tho committee appointed to rfpirt on mat- 
tors relating to tho Uppor Yukon rivor bet? to 

They havo had under consideration the lottor 
of Captain William Mooro, dated Decombor 'J 
last, and they havo had several lotorviows 
witii Mr. MoArthur nnd Mr. Millar, minora, 
who aro woll acquainted with that pn»L of tho 
Upper Yukon river and tho tributaries of tho 
saino which havo bfen prospected for gold. 

From information gathered from them, It 
appears that paying gold diggings havo been 
found in tho Hncd-a-llnka, titowa't. LcwiB, 
White. Polly, Ilig aalnion and Forty-Mile 
rivers, all tributaries of tho Upper Yukon 
river, and it is estimated that in ilm p i at year 
not less thin §12j,(XX) in goht was taken from 
that region by about. i(K) miners. 

Tho ground already prospected has by no 
moar.abeen exhausted, arid it la believed thai 
much gold-bearing ground in that region ro- 
mains to bo discovered, and thatwiili caslor 
and leasoxpenaivo facilities for communication 
and gotting In supplica a largo mining popula- 
tion couid bo supported. Tho region also 
abounds in fur-bearing animals, tho trado in 
which already represents a largo sum. 

Tho present mode of gotting in supplies to 
tho region la by tho long and circuitous route 
of tho Yukon river, available for only a shor t 
time In each year, and traversing ns it does so 
much of United States territory bofoi oreaching 
tho mining region (for tho most part in British 
territory), it is not unnatural that tho trado 
should bo entirely in the hands of the former 
country. 

It appears, however, from explorations which 
have been made that it is quite possible to 
open up a route which wo'ild bring tho gold- 
bearing region in British territory within a 
week's journey of Victoria, Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, nnd iti-i probublo that were such a 
road opened the starting pointa would be rii' 
vorted to tnoao plaeea, which would probably 
also gain a largo portion of tho trado of sup- 
plying tho rcci'in mentioned. 

One route is de'eribed in a icport published 
in tho Annual Report of tho board of Trade, 
1SS8. Another routo, described as tho Tnku 
routo. la said to prosent superior advantages 
to tnat previously reported upon. Neither, 
howovor, has preat physical obstacles to tho 
construction J. . road passable ut all times of 
the year. ... 

The committeo, being impressed with the Im- 
portance of endeavoring to bring tho region re- 
ferred to within tho inlluencoof British Co- 
lumbia, in view of tho trade which might bo 
expocted t uorefrom, had a loug interview wi'h 
the hon. tho Uiief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, wh en tho BUbject was fully discussed, 
and they vrere glad to learn from him that tho 
matter would receive tho earno.t considera- 
tion of the govornment, and that probably a 
sum would bei placed upon tho cstirwatea 
shortly to be submitted to tho legislature for 
the purpc io of opening up a road by whichever 
routo mlp ht bo oeoti ed most advantageous in 
tho interc-ta of tho i\ iners. 

In the event of aucb a routo being opened 
and Canadian goods being shipped to tho mines 
that way, it would bo necessary to make cus- 
toms bonding arrangements with the govern- 
ment of tho United States for the fica pa-sago 
through such portion of lha road as may oo 
found in iheir territory, and the committee, 
thoruforo, recommend that members n pre- 
senting the province in tho Dominion parlia- 
ment should be urged to bring thi matter be- 
fore tho Dominion government with the view 
of accomplishing this object. 

Tho committeo recommend that copies of 
this report (if ad ipied) be Bout to tho hon. tho 
Chief Commisaitnerot L,andB and Works, and 
aho to tho members of the province in the Do- 
minion par.iam jnt.

The report waa received, and on motion 
of Messrs. Wirdar.d Heistermun adopted 

A communication was received from the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, cov- 
erinc a letter from C. F. Daiibresse, of 
Goaaelin, Belgium, asking that ho bo ap- 
pointed as agent for any British Columbia 
manufacturers wishing to place their wares 
on the Belgian market. Tho communication 
was received and tiled. 

The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
asked the "moral support" of tha Board iu 
getting tho Uui'ed S'atea House and Senato 
to appropriate $10,0U0 for a monthly pilot 
chart of the Ninth P.icilic, as recommended 
by the Secrctaiy of the Navy in his esti- 
mate. Tho proposition met with favor from 
tho Board. I'he sume body also asked the 
endorsatiou of 'heir memorial to Congress, 
passed on Janmry 10 laBt, for au "Ameri- 
can Nicaraguan canal under American con- 
trol." The Besoad communication was evi- 
dently intendul only for Chambers of Com- 
merce south of the line, and upon it no ac- 
tion waa taken. 

On motion of Mr. T. B. Hall, seconded by 
Mr. A. B. Gray, it was resolved, with the 
unanimous approval of the Council, 

" That in view of the many courtesies re- 
ceived by this Board from Mr. H. C- 
Beeton. of London, England, that he he 
and is hereby made an honorary member of 
the British Columbia Hoard of Trade ; and 
that the secretary bo authorized to convey 
this information to Mr. Beoton." 

Mr. R. H. Hall, from tho committeo on 
transportation, reported verbally, quoting 
ratea to various points. A written report, 
being wanted and promised, the matter was 
referred back for such a document. In tho 
matter of tho relations of landlord and 
tenant, Mr. Todd also naked for further 
time in which to report, and it wub allowed. 

The history and future of the Merchants' 
Exchange club were next discussed, the 
matter being introduced by Mr. Thomas R, 
Smith who, as president of the club, waa 
able to give tho council considerable infor- 
mation it regard to its workings. Ho re- 
gretted tho general apathy which per- 
mitted tho club, in whose objects ho 
thoroughly btlioved, to languish ; and lie 
suggested that tho Exchange was naturally 
an adjunct of the Board of Trado and should, 
if possible, be acquired by it. 

A genoral expression of opinion being had 
it was finally decided on motion of Mr. 
Ward, seconded by Mr. Bolyea, that tho 
president, vico- president and secretary of 
tho board confer with tho officers of the 
Board of Trado Building Association and 
with tho executivo of tho Merchants' Ex- 
change Club with a view to ascertaining 
what arrangement, if any, can ho made for 
tho acquisition by tho Board of tho Mer- 
chants' Exchange room. 

Before adjournment, Mr. Ward made 
reforenoo to tho matter of obstructions in 
the Cowichan river which ho had recently 
seen roforred to in tho public press, and 
which was a matter a,f importance not only 



to tho Cowichan district but to tho entiro 
Provinco, the timber interests, in themselves 
of vast importance, being jeopardized as 
long as the obstructions remiin. Unfortu- 
nately a question had arisen ns to whether 
the Dominion or the Provincial Government 
was responsible for tho maintaining of the 
rivor clear of obstructions, and it was to bo 
hoped that the question of responsibility 
would soon bo determined, for it was very 
necessary that tho flow of tho river should 
be uninterrupted. As soon aa tho mattor 
assumed more definite form ho proposed to 
introduce it again to the board in tho form 
of a resolution. 

Tho question of tho San Pedro wreck was 
also referred to, Mr. Reuouf announcing 
that sinco the recent gales tho old water 
mark has baon looking worse than ever. 
Mr. T. B. Hall announcing that tho mattor 
has beet? fully attended to in a report on 
beacons and buoys now only awaiting si<mi- 
ture, action therein was deferred, and the 
Council adjourned.

Kev. Dr. Campbell Discusses the Sub- 
ject of tho Taking: of 
Hmuan Life. 



Death the Proportionate Penalty for 
the Horrible Crime of 
Murder. 



On Sabbath evening tho First Prcsbytor- 
ian church was packed to tho utmost, chairs 
being used in all tho aisles, to hoar Dr. 
Campbell's lecture on tho Sixth Command- 
ment. After referring to tho division of the 
commandments into man's duty to God, and 
to man, ho showed that tho fulfilment of 
tho law is only comploto when tho heart ia 
sanctified ; and that tho man who hates his 
brother with malice is guilty of tho spirit 
that leads to murder, aud that the sin of 
murder is greater only in degree when " it 
is finished in tho act." He characterized 
death iu duelling as murder. No man has 
a right to kill another for an insult or wrong, 
but should obtain redress by the law. The 
ponalty of death is inflicted only for tho 
most atrocious crime. 

In doaling with wars, ho said that al- 
though it was one of tho moat terrible evila, 
yet some wars were justifiable. Tho right 
of solf-defenco belongs to nations, as it doea 
to individuals. They are bound to protect 
the rights and lives and property of their 
citizens. This principlo runs through tho 
Old and New Testaments, No historical 
church ever doolared all wars unjustifiable. 
Tho Presbyterians, particularly, have 
ahown that it is not against their con- 
sciences to fight for their civil and roligious 
liberties, as the wars of the Covenantee 
and tho battles of Drumclog and Bothwell 
Bridge emphatically declaro. 

The Doctor, roforring to Buioide, main- 
tained it was murder. No man who be- 
lieved in the existence of God, and in re- 
wards aud punishments in tho unseen world, 
would, unless insane, commit suicido. A 
man's life is not his own, and thereforo he 
has no more right to take it than ho has to 
take the life of another. If he does commit 
Buicido ho must bo pronounced a murderer. 

In discussing homicide in Belf-defence, it 
was clearly shown that such homicide is not 
murder. It was recognized by tho word of 
God, and by tho universal sentiment in all 
ages, that if one of two must die it should 
bo tho one who makes the attack and not 
the ono assailed. 

Aa to capital punishment for murder, tho 
speaker declared, it was not only legitimate 
but obligatory. It was tho principle of tho 
Old Testament (Gen. ix: G), and alBo that of 
the New Testament (Acts xxv: 11). Resides, 
the crimo and the penalty should bo in just 
proportion. The greatest crimo is murder, 
and the greatest punishment should be 
meted out to tho murderer, and that punish- 
ment is death. When inadequate punish- 
ment is dealt out to tho murderer society ro- 
sorta to lynch law. The choice lies 
between tho juat adminiatration of 
law, with tho proper proportion be- 
tween tho penalty and tho crime, and the 
mob taking tho law into their own hand. 
Life imprisonment for tho crime of murder 
would bo a penalty out of proportion to the 
crime, and would lead to an increase of that 
crime. Tho State of Michigan abolished 
the death penalty for murder, and substi- 
tuted life imprisonment, with tho result 
that the criminala out of diabolical revenge 
murdered their guards and others, and that 
State was constrained to re establish tho 
death ponalty. All we would say to the 
sentimentalists who are opposed to tho 
death penalty, even for murder, ia thut we 
aro ready to abolish the death penalty 
if they cm only persuade the murderers to 
set the example. Aa ooon as they stop 
murdering their fellow men wo are ready to 
abolish capital punishment, If it was an 
awful thing that tho life of the guilty Stroe- 
bel should bo taken by the law last Tues- 
day, surely it. waa not loss awful that Stroe- 
hel should lawlessly take tho life of tho in- 
nocent Marshall last spring. 

At the close of tho lecture Mr. J. U. 
Brown sang with thrilling effect " Eternity, 
Where?"

THE OPPOSITION'S CIPHERER. 

Tho Opposition has of late becomo ex- 
ceedingly active Its activity is character- 
istic. It is an exhibition of ill-natured and 
irritable weakness. It reminds ono of the 
angry attack of tho small dog on a passing 
carriage. Tho dog gots tremendously ox- 
cited, barks furiously, and Bnarls so M to 
show every tooth he has in his head, but tho 
carriage proceeds on its way perfectly ro- 
gardless of the raging animal. The noiso 
which he makes is not ploasant, but ho does 
tho passers-by no harm and himself no 
good. 

Instead of attacking tho policy of the 
Government, the Opposition makes a great 
fuss about a number of little things that are 
really of no public importance, and it wastes 
the time of the House in bickering about 
trifles. Mr. Kitchen's long and complicated 
motion, declaring that a statement made in 
the Government's reply to the Mainland 
petition is not mathematically exact, should 
nover have been moved. It is abundantly 
plain that tho Government, ovor sinco 
it has been in power, has had 
good working majority in the Legislative 
Assembly. This is all that practical men 
who are blessed with a little common sense 
should concern themsolves about. Tho dis 
tribution of the representation was, when 
tho election was held, very much the same 
as it has been since confederation. If at tho 
last general election tho then Opposition 
had been supported by bb good a majority 
on the floor of tho House as the 
present Government has, they would 
immediately have assumed the roina 
of power without making a single 
enquiry aa to whether or not their majority 
in tho House represented a majority of the 
electorate. Very probably if a member of 
the minority would then be so foolish as to 
setabout counting votes, the members of tho 
now Government would lio back in their 
seats and laugh at him for his folly. Thoy 
won the election knowing how the Beats 
were distributed, and thoy accepted tho 
result cheerfully, and thoy expected thoir 
opponents who had boen beaten to do tho 
same. 

Everywhere there aro acidemic discus- 
sions as to whether the majority in Parlia- 
ment represents tho majority of the poople, 
but no ono takes auch discussions seriously. 
In the present case Mr. Kitchen and his 
friends wore more than ordinarily foolish, 
for not only could no good to tho Provinco 
como of the discussion of Iub clumsy 
motion, but he, as tho Premier and his sup- 
porters showed very clearly, was astray in 
his arithmetic. Tho little Bum of which he 
waa so proud was evidently wrong. After 
all his ciphering ho had not worked out the 
right " answer." 

The diacussion waa diBcuraivo enough, for 
it wandered all tho way from arithmetic to 
grammar The whole mattor at last 
aecmod to hingo upon tho question whether 
tho present or tho past was intended by the 
writor of the reply to the Mainland peti- 
tion. Did that reply Bpoak of things as 
they were when the potition was forwarded 
to tho Governor-General, or did tho Minis- 
ter who drew up the document ignore tho 
preaent to refer to a state of things with 
which the petition had nothing to do 1 Any 
ono who posBOBsea a grain of common aenso 
must aee that he had roforenco to the state 
of parties as thoy wero when and after tho 
bill authorizing tho orection of the Parlia- 
ment buildings waa passed. Tho condition 
of the Government and its support whon 
tho potition was signod and prosonted, ia 
what muat necessarily bo considered, What 
it waa two yeara or bo bofore had nothing to 
do with tho subject in hand. When the 
potition wus drawn up and prosontod, 
Messrs. Home, Punch and Kolllo wore 
avowedly aupportera of tho Government, 
and, consequently, in counting tho number of 
electors who voted for tho majority, 
it waa only fair to count in thoso 
who east their ballots for those thre 
gentlemen. Mr. Brown saw tho importanoo 
of this point, and he maintained that the 



Enquiries havo lately been mado as to tho 
manner in which the cholera travela from 
India to Europe. It has been found that 
one great means of spreading that dreadful 
disease to Europe and the western parta of 
the world ia tho pilgrimage to Mecca. Many 
of the piltjrims aro vory poor. Thoy aro 
during tho pilgrimage insufficiently fed, and 
thoy are ofton crowded togothor on board 
ship in a way which of itaolf is calculated to 
breed diaosso. 

Tho pilgrims from India land at Kamaran, 
small islund near the Pacific coaat, at 
Yenibo, tho soa port of Medina, and 
Jeddah, tho aea port of Mecca. 
Tho pilgrims Hook to tho holy 
cities by thouaanda. While in Mecca and 
Medina tho pilgrima from tho north meet 
and minglo with the pilgrima of tho aouth. 
Any contagious diseaBo that either of tho 
crowds has is communicated to the other 
and the conaequonco ia that tho mortality is 
at times something horrible. Last year tho 
mortality was exceptionally heavy. Wo 
road that " at ono time it became necessary 
for tho Government to uso its soldiers as 
gravo-diggora, for tho pilgrima who survived 
wero unablo to inter the thouaanda of dead 
bodies that wero lying in tho Btrcots and on 
the roads in tho vicinity of Mecca. One hap- 
loss rogiment of 900 men, assignod to this 
duty, lost 000 of those men by tho 
dreaded disease in loss than ton days. "The 
surviving pilgrims, whoso homoB are in the 
north, carry with thorn tho Beeda of dis- 
ease. Many dio on tho road, and those who 
roaah homo communicate tho disease to 
their countrymen and kindred. The cholora 
ia carried by ships atill further north and in 
thia way reaches Europe, whonco it spreads 
to America and elsewhere From thia it 
will be aeon that we in Canada have an In- 
tereat in tho eanitary condition of Mecca 
and Medina, and in the proper regulation 
of the ahipa that aro employed in convoying 
pilgrims to and from Mecca. When tho 
cholera once seta out on its travols undor 
favorablo conditions, it is aatoniahing to aeo 
how atoadily it movea on and what progress 
it makes. 

Very fow people havo any idea of tho 
number of HveB that are sacrificed ovory 
year in this great Mahommodan pilgrimage, 
Here are some figures from the report of tho 
Sanitary Commissioner of tho United States 
at Constantinople concerning tho latest pil- 
grimage, tho most recent reports bringing 
the record down to December 3 1 of laat year :

These figures tell a fearful atory of misery 
as well as death, for many of the victims of 
cholera are made an easy prey to tho fell 
diaeaao because they are weakened by 
fatiguo and hungor. 

Having full knowlodgo of tho horrors of 
tho pilgrimage, and seeing what an effective 
means it is in tho spread of rliseaao, it is no 
wonder that thoro is talk of putting the 
holy oitios, as far as sanitation is concerned, 
under the control of a European commis- 
sion. Some may think that this ia rather 
an expensive precaution against cholera, 
but very few indood have any idea of what 
a visitation of cholera costs Europo in hard 
cash and in disarrangement of business. If 
a costly coinmiBBion in Arabia would be 
effectivo in preventing tho disease spreading 
to Europo it would bo tho eheapoBt quaran- 
tine that could bo dovised.

Colonist specials from Nanainvo and 
from Union last ovoning, as well as private 
telegrams to Mr. Andrew Haslam, the 
owner, who ia at preaent in this city, con- 
vey the information that there is every rea- 
son to both foar and believo that the fine 
tugboat Eatolle haa been loat near Cape 
Mudge, probably with ail on board. The 
information to hand is that tho steamer was 
completely destroyed on Sunday last by an 
explosion, though how this conclusion is 
reached ia not yet made clear. 

First word, of the disaster camo in ames- 
aago from Union to Mr. Haslam, who waa 
on his way to San Franciaco, whore Mrs. 
Haslam now is. Tho telegram read aa fol- 
lows : 

Union, F«b|6. 

Mr. A. /laslam, M. P., Driard Hotel, Vic- 
toria: — 

Uoporta from Cnmoboll rlvor of na oiplo- 
slon on tho Hatollo February I. Indiana 
found tho doors in aoveral pieces, and alao 
parts of tbo stoanior near the mouth ol tho 
river. John Pieroy found two Backs of chop 
feed and alao a Ufo proservor b.-uriug tho name 
"Katollo" at tho mouth of tho river. No bodies 
yet found. (Signed) A. W. Kh-abur. 

Later in tho evening tho Colonist's 
Nanaimo correspondent wired confirming 
the information given above, but innouno- 
ing that no further details wero available. 
Mr. Haslam has, of courao, broken off all 
proviouB plans, and will roturn to Nanaimo 
this morning, tho ateamer Brunetto only 
awaiting his arrival to leave for the Bcene of 
tho diaastor. 

Mr. Haslam is completely mystified in 
regard to tho mutter, as the Estolle was a 
now boat and one of tho staunchest of hor 
tonuago in Pacific waterB. Sho was built in 
Nanaimo threo yoars ago, under his own 
supervision, and to his order, and coat in 
round figures botweon $19,000 and §l'0,000 
Her dimensions wero OOxlGx!) foot, and hor 
engines of Doty manufacture, Hx2(ixlS, 
now when the steamer was built. Tho 
boiler was only a year old and, like the 
hull, had been officially tested and approved 
laat September. It was certificuted aa safe 
up to 1,35 lbs., and the Bteamor was classed 
Al for eight yoarp. Her insurance amounted 
to $15,000 in the California Sun Marino Co. 
Since her completion the Estello haa been 
employed in logging and generul towing, 
for which work she was second to no boat 
in the north Pacific. 

Only last week a half interest in tho 
stoanior was purchased by Mr. Norman Mc- 
Dougall, Mr. Haslam'a brother-in-law, and 
Captain Jamea A. Christensen, jr., of this 
city, assumed the command. He loft Na- 
naimo with hia new charge, and accom- 
panied by Mr. McDougall, on Thursday or 
Friday laBt, being bound for Mr. Haelam'e 
camp on Vancouver Island, and about oight 
miles above Menzies bay and the Narrows, 
with supplies. Roturning, the steamer 
was due back at Nanaimo last Saturday. 

Tho crow of eiRht all told included sev- 
eral Victorians, Captain Christensen being 
a eon of tho veteran pilot, and himaelf a 
native of Viotoria. HiB parents and family 
reside on Montreal street. Engineer Her- 
bert Whiteside waa also of this city, his 
wife and family residing at 8 Jamea street. 
He had been in charge of tho ongino room 
of tho Estello for about threo months and. 
wan a man of experience and caution. 

•The Bcene of the disaster, whioh is just 
about tho sumo spot where tho unfortunate 
Standard was lost, will bo reached by .Mr. 
Haslam this eveni g, and the result of his 
investigation will he known to-morrow. 

VICTORIA ATHLETIC GROUNDS. 

Last Night's Meeting Unanimously In Favor 
of tho Movement to Provide First 
Class (irounds. 

There was a fair attendance au the meet- 
ing in tho city hall last evening of citizens 
interested in amateur sporting matters 
Tho meeting was called for tho purpose of 
diacuasing the proposed general ulthletlc 
grounds. Mr S. Perry Mills was voted to 
tho chair, and Mr. Drury acted as aecre- 
tary. 

After an explanation by Mr. W. H. 
Ellis of the preliminary stepa taken to 
aoeure groundn, Mr. A. G. Smith of tho cricket 
club, and MeBBrs Jones and FoulkeB of the 
football club, assured tho meeting of the 
goneral desire of tho members of these clubB 
for grounds such as wero proposed, and 
promised their hearty co-operation in the 
movement. A letter was ulso read from 
Mr. R. Jones, aecretary of tho Jamea Bay 
Athletio Club, regretting inability to be 
preaent on account of their annual meeting 
being held that evening, and conveying the 
olub'a sympathy with tho amalgamation 
movement. 

On motion of Mr. Jones, of tbo football 
club, seconded by Mr. Morphy, it waa ro- 
aolved, that this meeting ia heartily in 
accord with tho objects of tho Victoria 
Athletio Grounds Association, und views 
with ploasuro tho prospect of the oarly 
establishment in tho city of a well equipped 
athletic ground. 

On motion of Mr. Ellis, seconded by Mr. 
Smith, it was decided that a committee 
composed of two mombors of each of tho 
several athletio clubs bo formed for the 
purpoBe of consulting with the directorate 
of tho Grounds Association, aa to tho best 
way to proceed in tho management of tho 
grounds. 

After Bomo further diacuaaion the meeting 
adjourned subject to tho oall of tho ohair. 

Thoro wus a goneral cocsonsua of opinion 
among thoao present that tho provision of 
permanent and convenient grounds would 
tend to tho promotion of the boat intorcatB 
of amateur athletics in Viotoria. 



PBOP0RTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 

Discussed by the Slnglo Tar Club at Their 
Weekly Meeting. 

Proportional Representation was the at- 
traction at the Single Tax club meeting laat 
evening and drew a good audience. 

Beforo proceeding to the question of the 
evening, it was decided thac tho club re- 
quest tho co-opc-ation of the Single Tax 
clubs of the province and the Liberal associ- 
ation of this city to bring Mr. Louia F. Post 
to tho province to deliver a series of lectureB 
on single tax and free trade, somo time in 
May.; 

Mr. Cohen then introduced tho Bubjeot of 
"proportional representation," and, after 
reviewing the industrial situation of the 
present day, held that, in spite of the 
increased product per head, the working 
classes were gotting poorer instead of 
richer. Discussing the political methods of 
various countries, he praised the Swiss 
electoral aystem aa giving the peoplo groater 
"say " in legialation than othor countries. 
Proportional representation, as in uso in 
throe of tho Swiss cantona, he went on to 
claim as the only fair system of election, 
and it did away with any chance of a 
gerrymander and made nearly overy man's 
vote effective, which was not tho oaso to- 
day in most civilized countries. In propor- 
tional representation every voter, instead of 
voting only for what ho oonsiderod tho best 
candidate, marked hia ballot with his aeo- 
ond,thirdnrfourthchoico,aethocaaomightbo. 
Thus if a man did not succeed in electing 
his firatchoico ho might bo instrumental in 
assisting in electing his aeoond, third or 
fourth choico. Thia would have the effect 
of preventing any particular interest con- 
trolling any representative body or house. 
It givoa overy interest its due proportion 
according to mombcra. 

Printed ballots were then passed round 
in illustration of tho mothod und an election 
was hold, a certain number being marked 
by a majority of tlioao preaent to tost tho 
system, after which a diacuaaion on the 
question ensued which waa very interesting.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

TWELFTH DAY. 
Fourth Session or the Sixth Parliament. 

Tuesday, Feb. 0, 1894. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. S. Cleaver. 

PETITIONS. 

Mn. Cotton presented a potition for tlio 
repeal of the tux on mortgages. 

Dr. Milnk presented a petition from 
J. N. Muir asking that clause 513 of the pub- 
Ho Bohool aot be repealed. 

Tho potition from the \V. C. T. U. (Hon. 
Mr. Turner) in favor of franchise under tho 
Bchool act for the wives of householders was 
read and received. 

PRIVATE BILLS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Martin presented a report from the 
private bills committee, doeluring that tho 
rules of the houso had been complied with 
in respect to the bill relating to the Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and Westminster railway. 

Report recoived. 

rWlLIO ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Martin presented a report from tho 
public accounts committee, containing a 
statement of inscribed stock and debentures 
issued during the past year ; of the opera- 
tions under the Shuswap & Okanagan rail- 
way guarantee aot ; and tho vouchers for 
the §1,000 expense in connection with the 
trip of the Hon. Col. Baker to England. 

Renort received and ordered to be 
printed. 

RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Booth presented tho second report 
of tho railway committee, declaring that 
the preamblo of tho bill respecting tho 
Delta and Now Westminster railway had 
been proved, and recomniondiug that the 
name be changed to the Delta, Now West- 
minster and Eastern railway company. 

IMPORT DITTIES. 

Mr. Adams moved :— " Whereas the 
modification of the import duties on rubber 
goods generally, agricultural implements 
and machinery, mining machinery, and 
other goods not manufactured iu the 
province would be of great advantago to 
those engaged in the varied industries of 
this province ; therefore, bo it resolved, 
that an humble address bu presented to His 
Honor tho Lieutenant Governor requesting 
that strong representation bo made to tho 
Dominion government to havo the duty op 
rubber goods, agricultural implements and 
machinery, mining machinery, and 
other goods not manufactured in 
the province modified." The mover 
said he introduced this resolution because 
the very important industries of agricul- 
ture and mining are at present under a de- 
pression, and it was therefore most advis- 
able that something should be done for their 
relief. The rubber goods referred to are 
gum boots and coats such as worn by miner", 
and of which a very superior article is made 
in the Ucited States. . The provision in tho 
customs law allowing mining machinery not 
made in Canada to come in freo had been of 
no benefit, or at least of very little benefit, 
because of the power given to tho customB 
officers to declare whether or not any par- 
ticular piece of machinery is mudo in Can- 
ada, and tho result is that those desiring 
mining machinery have still to bring it 
from tho Stites and pay tho duty. He 
pointed out that tho customs duties paid in 
this province are nearly four times as much 
per head as those paid in other provinces, 
and therefore British Columbia is entitled 
to special consideration in the matter of 
the duties. 

Mr Smith seconded tho resolution, and 
dwelt upon the desirability of such action to 
Beoure relief from the operation of the 
tariff. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought tho mover 
was entitled to the thanks of the houso for 
the action he had taken in this matter, it 
being one of the greatest possible import- 
ance to the agricultural, mining and other 
interests of the province. He suggested, 
however, that the motion should more 
directly ask for a reduction of tho duty, us 
tho expression modified might be wrongly 
understood. 

Dr. Watt comp'imented his colleague 
from Cariboo on having introduced tliiB 
resolution, which he thought was one called 
for in the interests of that district and the 
whole province. Mr. Adams being one of 
the best farmers in Cariboo was Bpecially 
qualified to Bpeak for them, knowiug the 
hardships which the application of the tariff 
indicts on thut class. He had, however, pre- 
pared a more comprehensive resolution him- 
self, which he had intended to submit to his 
colleague, but not having had the oppor- 
tunity he would now offer it as an amend- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Davie suggested that the 
amendment nhould not bo put in thut form, 
but that Mir, Adams' motion should be 
adopted now and the other brought forward 
later as a substantive resolution. 

Hon Col. Baker spoko in support of Mr. 
Adams' resolution which he hoped would Lie 
adopted in the interests of agriculture and 
mining in the province. 

Dr. W att said ho would be pleased to 
withdraw his amendment, if tho word modi- 
fied were changed to reduced. 

Mr. Adams agreed to this. As to the 
amendment he had not made his resolution 
so broad because he did not wish to inter- 
fere with industries established in the prov- 
ince. 

Dr. Milne thought tho legislature should 
pass a general resolution in fuvor of a re- 
duction of the tariff all round. He sug- 
gested that the present resolution be with- 
drawn. 

The resolution wan adopted unanimously, 
tho ohungo of the ono word having been 
made. 



RETURNS PRESENTED. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return to 
an order of the house giving statistic? re- 
lating to hospitals receiving government 
aid ; also the annual report of the asylum 
for tho insane, Now Westminster. 

Hon. Mr Davie presented the twentieth 
annuul report of tho registrar of births, 
deaths und marriages. 

MORTGAGE TAX. 

Dr. Milne aakod : Is it tho intention of 
the government to repeal so much of th 
personal property tax enactment as relates 
to money loaned on mortgage on real os 
tate ? 

Hon. Mr, Turner replied that the ques- 
tion is of much tho same nature as that 
ruled out of order yesterday, and ho ro 
forred the houso to tho passage from Todd's 
Parliamentary Praotico in which it is stated : 
" It is also an invariable rule that tninistors 
ahull not bo required to answer questions 
involving their intentions os to matters of 
taxation until they may deem it in tho pub- 
lic intoreBt to declaro them." 

PRE-EMPTION CLAIMS. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, in nnswer to Mr. 
Anderson, said that during tho year 1S!)2, 
869 pro emption records were issued aggre- 
gating an approximate area of 139,040 
uoreB ; during 189,'?, 832 prooroption records 
were issued aggregating an approximate 
area of 213,440 acres, a total of 352,480 
acres. 

ASSISTANT TIMI1ER INSPECTOR. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, in answer to Mr. 
Horno, said that in viow of contemplated 



legislation tho government do not propose | 
to appoint an assistant timber inspeotor to 
fill tho placo vacated by tho death of tho 
late Duncan McRae. 

SUMS DUE FOR LANDS SOLD. 

Hon. Mr Vernon presented a icturn to 
an oider of tho house, showing the sums 
duo and unpiid for lands Bold, in the 
various districts at the present time, as 
follows, exclusive of accruing interest 
(§37,031): Now Westminster, $112,258; 
Kootenuy, 8137,031; E«quimalt, S4.379; 
Victoria, §4S'2; total, $154,151. 

COAL MINES REGULATION ACT. 

Mr. Keith asked : Is it tho intention of 
the government to enforce the " Coal mines 
regulation aot amendmenta ot, 1890 "i 

Hon. Mr. Davie— In ita present state I 
do not think it is enfercablo. Tho ohjoot of 
sec. 4ol theCoal Mines regulationuctwas tho 
exclusion from|tho mines of persona who on 
account of age or want of capacity might 
cause dangor. So far tho law was clearly 
within tho authority of tho legislature. The 
amendment of 1890, however, aims simply 
to exclude Chinamen, without anything 
more, irrespective of whether they may bo a 
aouroo of danger or not. Whilst it is clearly 
within the competence of the legtBluturo to 
excludo dangerous persons, generally, from 
tho mines, it is an entirely different thing to 
exclude a man simply because he is a China- 
man. It is the intention of the government 
tn introduce a measuro at this session more 
i ffiOtually prohibiting tho employment in 
coal mines of persons who on account of ig- 
norunco and incapacity, would occasion 
danger. 

POSITION OF PARTIES. 

Mr. KelLIE resumed tho debate on Mr. 
Kitchen's resolution respecting votos polled 
at tho laBt general election. He reviewed 
tho circuniBtanceH connected with tho last 
election campaign in West Kootenay, when 
ho was proposed as a candidate iu tho inter- 
ests of the miners and Bpcciully pledged 
himself to work for tho repeal of the ob- 
noxious tax of §105 on each claim. Ho at 
the same time stated that ho would support 
the government if they would repeal this 
tax. They had repealed it, and ho had given 
them his support on all niattera when he 
nought it was in the public interest that he 
should do bo. He read from tho Uovolstoke 
puper published during tho campaign to 
show that he waa then described ub an in- 
dependent supporter of the government. 
There had never really been an independent 
party in the houso whilo he went to their 
caucuses, beeauso they simply met and 
talked, und then went into the hou60 and 
voted as they pleased. In view, however 
of what had been Baid in this debate, ho 
would let tho house into somo secrots of tho 
caucus. Though it was generally supposed 
that there were 9 independents, there were 
really 17 in the caucus, divided into two 
parties, thus : — tho left wiog or silent 
partners, consisting of Kitohon, Sword 
Forster, Keith, Home, Kellio, Bunch and 
Cotton; and the right wing or noisy ele- 
ment, consisting of Brown, Mr. Brown, 
Aspiring Brown, Portfolio-chasing Brown, 
Westminster Brown, Windy Brown, Over- 
done Brown, and Winchester Urown. 
(Laughter ) 

Hon. Mr Davie— You left out Chechaco 
Brown. ( Kenewed laughter. ) 

Mr. Kellie continued that the Brown 
element seemed as if it would absorb all tho 
rest and manufactured all the talk, while 
the balance had to take a back seat and 
suck their thumbs. He denied the state 
ment of Mr. Brown that he had been t 
traitor to any party, and defied that gentle 
man or anyone olao to point to one instance 
where he had betrayed the confidence of 
any party or Bociety with which he had 
been conuected, 

Mr. Keith Epoko in support of Mr. 
Kitchen's version of tho election returns 
and in abuse of tho Attorney-General. He 
apologized for Mr. Brown's references to 
Mr. Home and Mr. Kellie ua traitora, and 
claimed that Mr. Kellio could not he classed 
as a government supporter because tho late 
Hon. John Robson' had differed from him 
in tho matter of tho Sloean reserve. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the gentlemen of 
the opposition were evidently keeping tho 
Chinese new year, judging from the lire 
works indicated on tho order paper, 
(Laughter.) The so-called independents 
had been four years in the house and at 
last had managed to put on the order paper 
this attempt at legislation, which to say the 
least waa rather unprofitable from a public 
standpoint. Ho churned thut if there 
uny falsity to bo charged, it lies at the doors 
of tho so-called independents, especially the 
member for New Weatminater city, who 
hud secured his election by representing 
hiniBelf as an independent supporter of the 
government. The member for Nanaimo 
who had just sat down cunie out as an indo 
pendent supporter of the government and 
actually cast his first vote for the govern- 
ment. But oven giving Mr. Keith 
the opposition it was found that there were 
10 900 votes cabt for the government and 
•J.OOO'odd for theopposition. Refemngtothe 
mainland petition, ho said tho chief object 
of it was of course to show that the ex pen 
dituro for the public buildings was a wrong 
one und should not be allowed, but yet on 
turning to the vote on that bill it was found 
that the members who supported it in the 
Iioubo represented 6,600 constituents while 
those who opposed it represented only 4,000 
He had heard with surprise Mr. Brown's 
statement tho other day that he (Mr. Tur- 
ner) hud written against him, and ho wished 
to say now that ho had not written anything 
whatever in Montreal about that gentleman 
and ho would not have thought of him 
there even woro it not for tho fact that 
somo ono had asked a question, saying 
" What Bort of a man in that Winchester 
Brown? Ho roars tremendously, doesn't 
he?" Ho had replied thut Mr. Brown is a 
good deal like Bottom in tho Midsummer 
Night's Dream, and will " roar you as gen- 
tly us any sucking dove," (laughter), and 
that if any ono penetrated tho lion's skin he 
would not find much that was fierce within 
it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Semlin reproached tho members 
who had revealed to tho house tho proceed- 
ings of the independent caucus, 

Mr CROFT thought tho real independents 
in this piovince were tho members support- 
ing tho government. Ho proceeded to show 
from detailed lists, which ho read, that, the 
voleB uctuully polled woro on behalf of tho 
government 10.4 12, and of thn opposition 
und so-called independents 9,7.">2, and he 
therefore moved: — 

Tnat all tho words after tho preamble bo 
Btruck out and tho following substituted : 
" And whereas, counting the voto pollod for 
each individual candidate, whether elected 
or not, as given in tho Canadian Parlia- 
mentary Companion, tho totals aro as fol- 
lows: For independent and opposition oar- 
didates, 9,752 ; for candidates avowedly 
supporting tho government, 10,442, making 
a majority of votes oust of 090 in fuvor of 
tho government ; Resolved, that tho state 
ment in said report that " the number cf 
votes actually polled ut tho gonoral election 
for candidates avowedly supporting the 
government waa equal to tho number of 
votes polled for both opponents and inde- 
pendents combined," ia according to the 
fact. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid this amendment 
was substantially acoording to fact, as could 
bo seen on a careful examination of tho re- 
turns. As the election in tho city of Vic I 



toria had been referred to by a gentleman 
who said that Mr. Wilson had not come 
out as a Fupportor of tho government at)u 
therefi'ji'fi that tlio votes ca"t -or u,m bnuttid 
not bo counted on their side, he read frem 
that gentleman's address to tho electors In 
which ho declared himself " us on indepen- 
dent supporter ot the pretont government," 
which wus undoubtedly the position he oc- 
cup'ed. Mr. Davio proceeded to analyse 
the election returns, na given in the Can- 
adian Putlianientury Companion, and 
showed from this authority that a total of 
10,442 votes had been polled on behalf of can- 
didates supporting the government, against 
9.752 on the other Bido, for the independents 
and opposition combined. Theso figures 
were baaed on a calculation made with 
greater care than that on which those given 
yesterday were based, and were as accurate 
as possible in viow nf the uncertainty as to 
ono or two unt-uccosaful candidates who had 
polled only a few votea. In tho report un- 
der discusBion the referenoo wna to members 
now supporting tho government, but as the 
position of the independents had been ques- 
tioned, ho would ask what right had the 
opposition to claim that tho independent 
members had come out as opponents of the 
government ? As a matter of fact they were 
largely elected by votes of those who favored 
the government and wero Batisfied with the 
candidates' promise of an independent sup- 
port. He thought it an indisputable fact 
that the strength of tho present government 
was largely added to by tho fact that it is 
met with such factious opposition, and even 
tho people who do not quite agree with all 
points of its policy say, " We don't like the 
government, but preserve ua from tho oppo- 
sition !" (Laughter.) 

Hon. Col, Baker thought it was alto- 
gether immaterial to diacusa what were tho 
contentions of the oindidatea at tho timo of 
tho election, because the official report 
which had been challenged did not refer to 
this, hut to the present attitude of the mem- 
bers of the legislature. Ho contended, 
however, that even tuking tho view put 
forward by tho hon. gontlomon opposite, 
the report in question wus a correct state- 
ment of tho facts. 

Tho debate waa continuod by several 
members until 5:10, when Mr. Keith rose 
and having asked and been refused un 
adjournment of tho debate, announced that 
ho would talk aguiiiBt time and thus force 
an adjournment eventually. At 5:55 he 
again moved the adjournment, but the 
house would not consent, und rose for 
recoas. 

After Kecess. 

Mr. Keith resumed his Bpeeeh at 8 
o'clock. There wero only a few members in 
the houso and but three unsympathetic 
looking visitors in tho gullery opposite him, 
und he ceaBed at 8:10. 

Dr Watt proposed u simpler way tc r:t 
tlo this question, in the shape of un amend 
ment to the amendment, which he 
moved. This was to strike out all 
the words in tho amendueit, and all 
the resolution after the preamble, and to 
add after that preamble : " Be it resolved 
that in the opinion of this house such state- 
ment is iu accordance with tho fact." 

A "question having been raised as to 
whether or not this motion wo8 in order, to 
simplify matters the first amendment wus 
negatived and Dr. Watt then proposed his 
aa an amendment to tho main motion. 

Mil Hall expressed the opinion that if 
there were to be election to-morrow not two 
members out of the thirty- three could secure 
election as supporters of the gentlemen on 
the other side, who, in a spirit of factious 
opposition, had spent the best part of the 
last two daya in tho labored attempt to dis- 
credit the government by disputing figures 
which, to his mind, boro every appearance 
of correctness. He did not believe that any 
member of tho government would advance 
such a statement aa that made in the teport 
of council if the fucts did not show it to bo 
true, and he would therefore support the 
amendment. 

Hon. Mr Davie said he had favored the 
substitution of tho amendment now btforo 
the houso for that of Mr. Croft, because 
the latter professed to give tho ex-act figures, 
which it appeared bo dillicult to get at that 
it was perhaps well not to atk the 
house to endorse thorn in every par- 
ticular. The discussion hud only shown 
one candidate to have been incorrectly 
placed, but taking his 154 votes from the 
government side and lidding them to the 
opposition gave totala of 10,288 for tho gov- 
ernment against only 9 900 cn tho other 
aide, to Buy nothing of tho fact that the op- 
position have no more right to be credited 
with the independent votes, giveu to them 
above, than have tho government. For ex- 
ample, it was un ^indisputable fact that tho 
gentlemen elected in Westminster district 
could not havo been returned hud they come 
out against the government, for tho then 
Premier, the late Hon. John Robson, was 
returned in that constituency at the hoad 
of the poll. He claimed thut theso gentle- 
men hud obtained their election by false 
pretences, and they would lind out before 
very long thut their constituents kro.v how 
to deal with them. 

Mr. Kitchen closed the debate, arguing 
on behalf of his resolution, und claiming 
that the report of council contained muny 
misstatements which on account of tho 
time taken up in discussing this ono he 
would not trouhlo the houso by bringing up. 

Tho amendment waa carried on the fol- 
lowing division : 

Yeue — Mesar8. Baker, Pooley, Davie, 
Home, Vernon, Smith, Eberta, Stoddart, 
Hunter, Bunch, Booth, Rogers, Hall, An- 
derson, Kellio, Wutt and Adams — 17. 

Nays— Messrs. Semlin, MoKeDzie, Sword, 
Kitchen, Cotton, Beaven, Brown, Forster 
und Keith — 9. 

Mr. Grant waa paired with Mr. Croft. 
Tho motion aa amended was carried on 
tho sumo division and reads thus : 

" Thut whereas in a copy of a rpport of 
tho executive council, dated tlio 2nd 
September, 1893, which report has been 
laid beforo this houRO und forwarded to His 
Excellency the Governor-General, it is stated 
that ' tho numbor of votos actually polled 
at tho general election for candidates 
avowedly supporting tho government was 
equal to the number of votes polled for both 
opponents and independents combined ' ; 
Bo it resolved, that In the opinion of this 
houso such statement is according to the 
fact." 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that tho houso 
on rising do stand adjourned until 2 o'clock 
on Thursday. He. stated thut there were a 
number of doputu;ions who desired to wait 
upon the government, and it was thought 
advisable to meet tbom to-morrow. 
Motion agreed to. 

PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Kitchen, rising to a question of 
privilege, rend a letter from the chairman 
of tho public meeting at Maple Ridge stat- 
ing that ho could not Buy that the docu- 
ment lost by Mr. Divio there was found 
amongst Mr. Kitchen's papers ; it wub after 
a search found among Borne papers on tho 
table ut which Mr. Kitchen was atanding, 
Tho book of public accounts was lying on 
the tublo and Mr. MoLiigan had pointed to 
a statement in it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said this waa a very dif- 
ferent statement to that already mado to

CORONER'S INQUEST/ 



The Secoiul Day's Evidence Touching 
the Death of Mrs. 
Roberts. 



Postmaster Colliusoii Enters a Denial 
of the Constable's 
Report. 



The coroner's inquiry into tho death of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Roberta, lato of Plumper 
Puss, was continued yesterday. Coroner 
Wftlkom presiding and there being a 
numerous attendance of spectators during 
'the progress cf tho examination. Until the 
noon adjournment. Dr. Campbell, of Hono- 
lulu, occupied a Beat on the bench, tho guest 
of tho coroner. 

William M. Robson, J. P., testified to 
having accompanied Constable McNeill to 
Mrs. Roberts' on tho 2nd January, when 
tho conversation referred to in tho officer's 
testimony took placo. Ho corroborated tho 
evidenco previously taken in roferonco to 
ocid given Mrs. Roberta in her drinks. 
Went to sen Mrd. Roberts, both boforo and 
after tho 2ud January, but know of no 
reason to suspect foul play oxcept Mrs. 
Roberts' statement. Had known Collinson 
for about fourteen years ; was on good terms 
with Collinson, McNeill and overybody 
, ohe. Tho call of the 2nd January was 
made at his (Robson's) suggestion ; at that 
time Ho had not heard anything of her com- 
plaint that Collinson and his sous had 
robbed her, .McNeill, on tho occasion ro- 
• ferred to, took no active pu t in the conver- 
sation, and did not rofor to the robbery mat- 
ter. Witness acknowledged that it was he 
who sent the message asking McNeill to 
come to tho Pass on tho night of Mrs. 
Roberts' death ; ho thought it was 
well for the cllijer to bo thore. 
Somo of the information contained 
in tho constable's report to Superintendent 
Hussey hn (Robson) supplied, though ho did 
not know at the time that it was to bo used 
in a report. McNeill subsequently informed 
him that ho had reported on the caso to 
headquarters. Nothing was said in the 
neighborhood in regard to tho poisoning un- 
til the inquest wus ordered ; witness only 
referred to Mrs. Roberts' statement that she 
had been given acid in her drinks in convcr 
sation with'McNcill and with the older mem- 
bers of his own family. It was correct that 
Collinson would not oend for a doctor when 
requested both by Mr. Piko and by witness: 
and it was also correct that ho had had 
.nothing to do with tho will. Collinson had 
said with regard to this lattor matter that 
" it was beat, ho " (Rohsou) "shouldn't bo in 
it at all." Witness had not known that 
McNeill had been asked to have Mrs. Rob- 
erta' death investigated. During tho latter 
part of Mrs. Roberts' illness Bhe wua too 
weak to converse, though sho could speak. 
The information that Collinson abused Mrs. 
Roberts while she was ill in bed was givon 
McNeill by witness; it was Mrs. RobortB' 
own statement. Everyone at the Pass know 
that Mr. Murcheson, J. P., prepared the 
will— he copied it from tho draft made by 
Mr. Collinson. Witness saw both the 
draft and the will itself; in fact ho read the 
draft while Mr. Murcheson copied it. Did 
not tell McNeill about tho will; this infor- 
mation was common property. Did not 
know that Mrs. Roberts had any previous 
will; in fact inclined to the belief that tho 
will drafted by Collinson and copied by Mr. 
Murcheson was the first and only will. 

To the jury— Could not repeat tho con- 
tents of the will; it gave §391 to Collinson, 
but to the best of witness' recollection said 
nothing in regard to tho disposition of per- 
sonal effects. Of course, CollinBon getting 
the money was naturally contingent upon 
the death of the woman. Had 
he „ (Robson) been in Collinson'a 
place, ho would havo considered 
it hia duty to send for a doctor whether he 
was a beneficiary under tho will or not. 
Collinaon said when spoken to on the sub- 
ject that who would not see a doctor; did 
not ask Mrs. Roberts or hear anyone else 
ask her if she wanted a doctor. Mrs. 
Roberts stated that she signed what Collin- 
son told her were hia post office returns ; 
that was about two years ago. She asked 
witness if it was necessary for her to sign 
tho post office returns, and said that Collin- 
son had held his hand over the document 
and would not let her see what sho was 
signing. Mrs. Roberts did not get her 
liquor at the Mayne Island houso ; it was 
supplied to her by Collinaou, who sent to 
Victoria for it. Whiskey waa necessary for 
Mrs. Roberts' existence ; she lived on it, 
Witness hud himself asked Collinson to get 
liquor for hor. Did not know what ar- 
rangement there was between Collinaon and 
Mrs. Roberts. The will was witnessed by 
Mr. Murcheson and by Mr. Culliaon, an- 
other resident of the Paaa. 

Mrs. Robaon, wife of tho former witness, 
said that Bhe had boon slightly acquainted 
with the late Mrs. Roberta, having visited 
her occasionally at Mr. Colliuaon's residence 
at Plumper Pass. Oa tho Thursday before 
her deutti, witness Hpent several hours with 
the deceased, Mr. Collinson seeing her home 
as it was by that time pretty dark. Collin- 
son, in reply to Mr. Robson's inquiry as to 
how the old lady wus, said that alio was not 
bo well and he was afraid ho would havo to 
get things fixed tor her aa she waa not go- 
ing to last long. Tho next morning witness 
again went to see tho sick woman, and 
washed and dressed her, sho being in need 
ot-auch attention. Sho thou said that dur- 
ing tho night Collinson had given her a 
very nasty drink, In Mrs. Roberta' pre- 
sence witness requested Collinaon to got a 
doctor, and she (deceased) heard him reply 
that he couldn't afford it, as it would coat 
• $50. MrB. Roberta made no remark. Re- 
maining until evening, witness returned to 
her homo, and again wont to aeo Mrs. Rob- 
erts the following morning, when alio in- 
sisted on giving the sick woman 
aomo medicine. Collinson objected, but tho 
patient was giver, some caator oil, which 
aho Becmed to require. In tho ovening Col- 
linaon asked witness to go over again, aa 
tho old lady waa very much worso ; aho did 
ao, and remained with tho patient until her 
death) at 20 minutoa to G in the morning, 
Her nouriahment during tho laat day of her 
illness conaiated of a couplo of cupfuls of 
milk with somo whiskey that Collinaon put 
in it. On the Friday bIic had a little beef- 
tea— probably half a doz^n tublespoonfuls— 
and porhapa another cupful of milk. Could 
not say whother there was whiskey in this 
milk, aa Collinson took it in to her. Wit- 
ness did not romain during oithor Thursday 
or Friday night. On Saturday Collinaon 
gave her aomo port wine and wuter. She. 
had no nourishment during Saturday night. 
Witness noticed at the time of hor viaits 
that tho woman was receiving vory littlo 
nouriahment ; she seemed weak — sho was 
too woak to sit up in bed on Friday when 
her clothing waa changed. Mrs. Koborts 
made no charges againat anyone to tho wit- 
ness, nor did she Bay anything in roferonco 
to Collinaon refusing to send for a doctor. 
Sho waa not aensiblo when approaching 
death, though she appreciated tho fact that 
alio was going to dio. Witness had heard 
Mrs. Roberts eay that she had $300 in a box 



by hor bedeido and also had money in Green, 
Worlock & Co. 'a bank in Victoria. On 
Friday, Mra. Roberts said sho wa8 waiting 
for Mr. Murcheaon to come in, in ordor to 
Bign her will. She said nothing in regard 
to tho disposal of hor property. There were 
two little phials on the dressing table in the 
death chamber ; they were labelled 
" poison," and one contained a liquid of 
somo sort, the othor being ompty. Mr. 
Shotbolt'a labol was on tho ono bottle. 
Thoro were no othor bottles in the room 
that attracted attention. Mrs. Roberts' 
room wa6 papered in yellow and othor colors. 
Witness could not ouy whother or not thero 
waa any green in the wall paper. After 
Mra. Roborts' death tho room was locked up 
by Collinaon's direction — tho door was 
looked and tho window, shut down. On 
Monday morning tho . door was Bealed, but 
by whose suggestion witness did not kuow— 
she could not say whether or not the win- 
dow was sealed or whosa aeala woro placed 
on tho door. It was only during the last 
year or so that it was said that Mra. Rob- 
erts waa a confirmed drunkard ; Collinson 
supplied her with liquor, but the witness 
could not say whother or not tho drink 
habit was contracted by her uftsr coming to 
the Puns. Sho said nothing in regard to 
receiving mediciuo or that Collinson was 
giving her any medicine. Collinson made 
no remark in regard to treating the caso 
himself. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Holmcken, wit- 
ness said sho was acquainted with Constable 
McNeill and had told him of somo miadoods 
of Collinson aa reported by Mrs. Roberts. 
On tho Thursday, Mrs. Roberts complained 
that Collinaon had abused her while sho waa 
ill, and the statement wua repeated to Con- 
stable McNeill on the Sunday when tho 
death occurred. Witness had had no con- 
versation with her husband in regard to 
Mrs. Roberts, nor had she been told of tho 
conversation which McNeill and hor hus- 
bmd had with Mrs. Roberts on January 2. 
Witness told Constable McNeill of what 
Mrs, Roberts suid on the Friday about tho 
acid given her by Collinson, but did not 
speak to hor husband about the mutter. 
Could not say that Mrs. Roberta was con- 
tinually under tho influence of liquor. Rev. 
Father Van Goethein called on the Wed- 
nesday previouB to Mra. Roberts' death. 
Was not present when the will was signed 
as Mr. Murcheson asked her to leave tho 
room ; would not havo remained anyway ; 
hud no curiosity in regard to the contents 
of the will. To tho bust of witness' knowl- 
edge, Mrs. Robort8 knew what she waa 
doing when the will wa3 aigned. 

Finlay Murcheson, J. P., of Galiano Isl- 
and, hud known the late Mrs. Roberta for 
about two years, during which time aho had 
been employed aa housekeeper by Postmas- 
ter Collinson. A few duyB previous to tho 
death of Mrs. Roberts, on January 2(i, was 
sent for by Collinson, who said Mra. Rob- 
erts wanted him to put her affairs in order. 
Mra. Robaon waB thero when witueea ar- 
rived nursing the deceased very attentively, 
but withdrew by request. Mra. Roberta, 
in Mra. Robaon'a momentary abaenco, said 
that aho didn't want Mra. Robaon preaent 
when alio waa diacussing hor private affairs. 
Mr. Collinaon said he didn't like to tell the 
lady to leave, ao witness did so and she wil- 
lingly withdrew. Mra. Roberts said that 
sho wiahed to havo a will drawn up leaving 
overything to Mr. Collinaon, aa he had been 
good and kind to her. She said she hud 
!?;i90 in Greon, Worlook & Co. 'a bank and 
§90 in cash in the houso. Tho will was 
drawn up almost immediately by 
witness, and signed and attested 
by witneas and a plasterer named 
Cullison, who with witness waa named as 
executor. Tho will waa aubsequently given 
to Mr. Holmcken for safe keeping. Witneas 
locked and sealed tho door and window on 
Saturday laat. All Mra. Roberta' property 
wua made ovor to Collinson ; at tho time of 
making tho will Mrs. Roberta waa more 
rational than witness had ever seen her bo- 
foro, Saw her quite frequently, probably 
onea a week — whenever he -.v^nt to tho poat- 
ollieo. Could only apeak of her habits from 
hearsay. Collinson Baid nothing in particu- 
lar about the woman's illness, mora than 
than that she was being fed entirely on 
milk ; Mra. Robaon said at the time tho will 
waa drawn that tho woman wua dying. Did 
not know that Mrs. Roberts was ill uutil Mr. 
Collinaon's nolo wus received ; heurd of Mrs. 

oberta' death on tho day she died, but, did 
not aeul tho door or window until Saturday. 
On aecond thought it wua on the Monday, 
the day after the death, that tho door ami 
window were sealed in the preaenco of wit- 
nesses. Tho eeula were marked with Mr. 
Robson'B gold ring. Did not notice 
any bottles in the room, though 
they might havo been thero and escaped 
notice. Tho will (here produced by Mr. 
Holmcken) wus identified by witness aa the 
instrument prepared by him and aigned by 
Elizabeth Roberta. Witness explained that 
tho will waa written at Mrs. Roberta' dicta- 
tion, and continued thai Collinson by re- 
quest furnished a pencil draft of the first 
few lines. The will was written word for 
word as Mrs. Roberta dictated it. No 
search was mado for tho mouoy supposed to 
be in tho room ; the room was sealed with- 
out any investigation of its contents. 

To Mr. Helmckon — Tho will is in my own 
handwriting. I did not copy it from Mr. 
Collinson'a draft at all. After drawing up 
tho will I read it over to Mrs. Roberts and 
sho said it was all right, and aho then affixed 
her eignaturo in tho presence of myself and 
Mr. Collinaon. I saw Mr. Robson tho day 
the will was drawn. It was the original 
will Mr. Robaon read while I made a 
copy for Mr. Collinaon'a uso— to take to 
Victoria with him. I would not givo him 
tho original will. I cannot remember just 
what Collinson suggested to roe ; aa near aa 
lean remember ho juat said Btart it, "I, 
Ulizibeth Roberta, being of sound mind." 
I could seo sho waa of Bound mind, though I 
did not ask her if sho waa. After drawing 
up tho will, aa I was leaving, bhe called mo 
back and aaked mo " who's going to keep 
the will." I said, "who do you want to 
keep it S" Sho auid, " I want you to keep it." 
I aaid, "all right." I havo ofton noticed 
tho eflecta of drink on hor, though I cannot 
say I havo ever aeen her drunk. It waa tho 
Sth January that I sealed the door and 
window ; tho body waa still in tho houao, 
but had been removed from tho room in 
which the death had occurred. I sealed 
tho room bocuuso I waB responsible for its 
contents and I wanted to make sure thoro 
would be no trouble Thoro waB sufficient 
money in the house, so I was informed, to 
havo paid for a dootor had ono boon called. 

W. T. CollinBon, postmastor at Plumper 
Paaa, aftor being cautioned in regard to any 
statomont ho might make, was sworn, and 
deposed as followB : Mra. Roborto ci'.me to 
my place aa houaokeeper on Novembor 13, 
1891, at a wago of §10 por month ; the 
agreement waa that aho waa simply to look 
after tho house, not to do any hard work. 
She waB quite ill when sho camo, from tho 
effects of drink. Sho recoverod and picked 
up her strength to a certain oxtont. Sho 
would, bo governed by nothing but oppor- 
tunity in the matter of drink. I had to re- 
strict hor ; being addicted to drink, sho re- 
quired o stimulant. Sho never had a meal 
without liquor of eomo kind ; Bho generally 
had milk with something in it at hor meals. 
If sho did not havo liquor tho conaequoncos 
woro serious ; sho got shaky and norvouB, 
and was much troubled with palpitation of 
the heart. Having a littlo drink sho kept 



her uaual health, which was not of the 
best. I decreased the amount of 
her stimulants by degrees in the 
hopo of breaking her off, She 
frequently had bad spells, tho cold weather 
made her quite dolicute, sometimes taking 
to her bed. Sho was very sensitive to cold 
This continued along until ab->ut September 
laat, when she began to get weaker and hove 
longer spells of aicknesa with fewor well 
days. Sho waa at that timo drinking abcut 
half a pint of old ryo whiskey every 21 
hours ; she could not got along with les 
Whon sho firat came to my plucs Bho had 
threo or four drinks a day — about a table 
spoonful and a half to a drink. She bad 
been drinking a fcottlo a day when she cuir.o. 
I couldn't exactly aay what alio Btarted on 
but I was tapering hor down. The ill spoils 
continued until somo timo in November, 
when sho fell in her room ono night against 
a chair or something and injured Hor right 



side, and I then called in Mra. Roluon 
aaked Mra, Robarta if aho wouldn't eomo in 
to town and go to St. Joseph's. She aaid 
she would not ; that sho wuBn't acriouaiy 
hurt enough, and alio would not go to tho 
hospital anyway. She apparently recovered 
from this in a few days when aho waa cp 
again— aho would ho up two or three days 
and then forced buck to hor bed again. She 
was never an energetic woman. About the* 
middle of January alio commenced to com- 
plain again — of laaaitudo and weariness, not 
any pain at all. I then auggeated that she 
come to Victoria for medical attendance, 
and said I would come with her, but she 
would not listen to mo and became quite 
indignant when I pressed tho matter. 
Sho said aho knew Heat what 
was good for her and was not going to be 
ruled by anybody. Sho then grew weaker, 
and had shorter spoils up and longer spoils 
in bed. Sho had not aa much desire for 
whiskey aa formerly, und hor appetito for 
food, never good, also fell away, I again 
urged her to come to St. Joseph's for medi- 
cal treatment, and told her I should be ob 
liged to tuko her thero, when sho aaid I 
might put hor out of tho house, but I had 
no more power ovor her afterwards ; that 
sho wuan'c going to St. Joseph's and aho 
wasn't going to bo taken there. Aa Mra. 
Robson hud been waiting on her at intervals 
I asked Mrs. Robson if she would kindly 
eomo iu and see her whenever alio had time. 
Mra. Robson was very kind and attentive to 
her during the days, and latterly II se,t up 
with her during part of the nights, in case 
sho should want anything. She complained 
of no pain — only wearineas. She wasn't 
taking much nourishment — only a little beef 
tea that Mra. Robson brought hor. Sho 
alao drank about a pint of milk a day — it 
waa her principal food. There waa very 
littlo whiskey in it. On Tuesday sho asked 
me to Bend for Mr. Murcheson, aa she want- 
ed to put her affairs in order. Sho know 
Mr. Murcheaon and had confidenco in the 
old man. I suggested Mr. Robson, as ho 
was nearer und alao a J. P., but aho wouldn't 
havo him. I put off aendiug for Mr. Mur- 
cheson until Friday, and during this time 
alio continued to grow weaker. On Friday 
morning sho said I muat send 
for Mr. Murcheaon — that I wasn't treating 
her right; so 1 Bent for hint) at daylight on 
the 2b'th. Whon ho camo I showed him 
into tho room and aaid " hero'a Mr. Murch- 
eaon, now arrange any buainees you have 
with him." I then went out about my 
affairs; Mra. Robaon waa in tho houao at tho 
time. When I came in with a atick of wood 
for tho dining-room fire, I met Mr. Murch- 
eaon, who aaked n:e if I knew anything 
about making a will — how to start it. I 
said I knew very littlo about it, but took 
tho pencil and wrote less than two lines of 
how tho will should start ; if I recollect 
right I wrote " I, Elizabeth Ro'oorats, of 
Plumper Paaa, being of Bound mind, do give 
and bequeath." I atopped there. I didn't 
want to havo anything to do with tho mat- 
ter. 1 didn't know anything about Mra. 
Roberts' affairs, or that aho had anything to 
bequeath. I then returned to my work, 
when some one asked where Mr. Culliaon 
waa. t aaid he wua down on the wharf and 
somebody called him. I afterwards siw 
him in tho houae in conversation with 
Murcheson, und I have an idea that he next 
asked me if I hud any large envelopes. I 
g..ve him one. Mr. Murcheson waited for 
his mail und then went homo. About noon, 
Mrs. Robson suggested that we give Mra. 
Roberta castor oil aa she was Buffering from 
constipation, I said she could have it if she 
desired; sho had castor oil of her own there 
and was in tho habit of taking it. 
Tho giving of the oil was put 
off' till next day, when, Mrs. 
Robson insisting, it was administered. Up 
to this timo Mra. Roberta had not felt a 
pain. A second dose, alao light, was givon 
at 5 o'clock. The next day Mrs Roberta 
asked for a littlo port wine, and I got a 
bottle for her from the Bteamor, ub well aa aomo 
orangca she usked for. Thero was very 
little port wino uaed, I think Mrs. Rob- 
son remained that evening (Saturday) until 
between (i and 7, when she went home after 
asking mo to call her ehould Mrs. Roberta 
get worse. About 8 o'clock Mra. RobertB 
complained of grioing pain and told mo I 
had hotter get Mrs. Robson over. I went 
over and got Mra. Robaon immediately. As 
Mra. Roberta waa suffering severe pain I, a 
littlo later, called iu Mrs. Cullison and Mra. 
Jack to seo what could be done. The 
patient being a lady I could not assist much 
myself. I waa only in tho room once after 
this bofnre Mra. Roberta died. Then they 
camo upatuira and told me that it wus all 
over. I left tho real for tho women neigh- 
bors to arrange. Wo hud a consultation in 
regard to a collin aud on Sunday I aeut by 
Captain Rudlin for one, which Mr. Story 
aent down. I wua anxioua to got the body 
down Monday, aa if it waa further delayed 
it would not eomo till Thursday. The 
colli ti was received Monday, and tho body 
put into it, and on Monday night tho coffin 
waa taken on tho steamer Louiso and I 
accompanied it to Victoria. I left tho 
collin on tho steamer until Tuesday morn- 
ing, when I wout and aaw Mr. Story and 
told him the corpso wa8 thero and he had 
bettor get it up to hia rooms. I then went 
to find a medical man to got a certificate, 
which Mr. Story told me — und which I 
know — was nocoaaary. I intonded to go to 
Dr. Milne, but mooting Dr. Morrison casu- 
ally on tho streotl told him my errand and 
what I was looking for— a modical man to 
look at tho body. 1 wanted to comply with 
tho law and Mr. Story's request. Dr. Mor- 
rison asked mo whore tho corpso was and I 
told him it had not yet reaohod tho under- 
taker's roomB, but I would lot him know 
when it wub brought up. I did not ask him 
anything about feoa or unything elso. When 
tho corpso reached Story's I notified Dr. 
Morrison and ho accompanied mo to tho un- 
dertaker's room to viow it. Ho looked at 
tho body superficially and aBkod mo aevnral 
quostionB. Ho aaked mo what the symp- 
toma were, had sho any pain, how long aho had 
been ill and how Bhe had died. I told him 
that formerly Mrs. Roberts had complained 
of palpitation of tho heart, but latterly had 
not compluinod of any particular pain. Mrs. 
RobertB had in fact told mo that Dr. Milno 
had trcatod her for heart troublo during tho 
summer boforo Bho camo to my place, Tho 
dootor came to tho conclusion that it was a 
general break-down and said he might make 
it almost any orgunlo disease, so ho thought 
he would make it cardiac disease I then 
aocompanlod Dr. Morrison us far as tho 
Pritchard Iioubo, and as wo wore parting 



' tbtre I Baid : " Doctor, what's your fee for 
thfsj" He said "five dollars." I said 
"hart's §2 50— what change I have— I'll 
owe ?ou §2 50." I subsequently called at 
Dr. Motrison'a office aud obtained tho cor- 
iifica tc. I did not kuow any other forms of 
law to to complied with. I afterwards weDt 
across ;<he bay to tell 8omo frienda of 
Mrs. Roberts' about her doath, and subse- 
quently arranged for tho funeral,, which 
took place- on Tuesday between 3 and i 
o'clock. 1 jipootod to pi>y for threo hacks 
which I ordered. Thero were five there. 
I thou roturncd to ihe Paaa, and did not 
know of tho disinterment until I got a 
aummouB from Mr. Boosen to attend this 
inquest. I wucserved as I was bringing the 
mail up from th? boat. I heard nothing of 
trouble in tho mutter at tho Pass ; it took 
mo by completo e jrpriae. Mro. Kobaor.' on 
Monday or Tuesday sucgaated that thsre 
ought to bo a doctsr. This was in tho ptst 
oflice, not iu tho presence of Mrs. Roborti. 
Mra. Robson -made ao such joqnest in Mrc. 
Roberta' presence. No ono olao auggeatecN 
to me tbac I Bend for a doowr. It 13 not 
true that I said I would not send for u doo- 
tor, aa it would coat 950 to bring one down 
from WcsSmiuater; I did say that it would 
cost 850 and probably bo a fruiilcarj- errand, 
Mra. Roberts would not rcoeive him. 
Mrs. Roberta was very stubborn and deter- 
mined on tho point. If sho had been willing 
to ace a medical man, aho certainly would 
have had ono. Mr. Pilto did net, to my 
knowledge, rsquest me to send for a doctor. 
There was nothing ever given Mrs. Roberta 
in hor drink by mo or any ono else,, to my 
knowledge, at any time. The only acid aho 
ovor got was fruit acid — in oranROS. I-havo 
never given Mrs. Roberta medicine of any 
kind at any time, with tho exception of the 
caator oil ; alio knew a great deul u'.:out 
ncdicino hersoK, and auid sho knew best 
hat waa good for her. When I returned 
home from Victoria ou January .'!, aho told 
mo McNeill and Robson had called during, my 
lbsenco, and McNeill hud aaked her dreadful 
hinga, I said did you call McNeill here or 
anything, and she said no. She said Robson 
didn't uak her anything; I don't know 
whother he waa preaent when the questions 
were asked. I aaked hor to explain tho 
naturo of tho dreadful things, but ahe 
would not; alio would only aob and cry. Sho 
said that when McNeill waa leaving ho said 
to hor : " Beware of Collinson ; he will put 
something in your liquor and poison you.'" 
She also told this to Mr. Cain, who is now 
in charge of the post oflice. She aaid Mr. 
Robaon had Baid nothing to her. Sho was 
perfectly eober and I had no reuaon to dia- 
believe her. Both Mr. Robaon and Mr. Mo-,

1. It shall Lo lawful Jor tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to oxproprlato and tho 
said Corporation hereby expropriates, fctr tho 
purpose of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Bay Avenue bolng a public street situate 
within tho City of Victoria, all that pleas or

5, Victoria District, which-so-ld piece or parcel 
of land, ia more particularly described aa fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at the south-east corner of lot 2 
of aaiu Bub-dlvlsion ; thenoo southerly across 
lot 31 on a production of tho Hno between lots 1 
and :S, forly feet, more or leas, ro tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avenue ; thenco westerly along tho

I am very thankful 
to you, Dr. Walkeni, for the opportunity of 
setting tho affuira straight. The statements 
contained iu McNeill's report are altogether 
false. 

To Mr. Huaaey : I have no poison what- 
ever ou my premiaea. Thero wa8 some 
opium linament of Mrs. Roberts' in her 
room, thut my sou ;rot for hor at Shotbolt'8. 
She hnd it for rheumatism. I have nevor 
purchased or had any poiBon since Mra. 
Roberts came to live with me. She had been 
gradually sinking for two or threo months 
1 don't think I hud aay right to force a doc- 
tor on her if she didn't want one. I tried 
once keeping hor twenty-four houre without 
liquor aud it very nearly killed her. I did 
not Bend for a doctor; I wish I had now ; L 
do not know anything whatever about Mra. 
Roberta' ufTiira; I paid her funeral expenses 
myself. I once banked S90 for hor at Green, 
Worlock & Co. aad paid her her wages> 
otherwise iu cuah. I advised the txecutors 
to eoal the room; I don't expoct to profit 
anything by Mrs. Roberts after I have paid 
all my expenses. 

To tho Jury — I auggeated to Mr. Murche- 
aon that he seal up the rooms ; I did not 
kuow Mrs. Roberta was an inebriate when I 
engaged her. I kept her on more out of 
charity than in anything else. I tried to 
discourage her drinking. 1 could not say 
how- much whiskey Mra. Roberta drank ; I 
did not charge her for whisky at all. I was 
not aware that Mra. Roberta hud any money 
in tho bunk. I Bent tho money down by O. 
T. Stono to be banked for her and he 
brought buck u deposit receipt. The room 
wua sealed the day of death. I did not toll 
anyone that I was going to chango rny house- 
keeper nor did I contemplate doing eo. I 
swear positively that Mra. Roberts never 
aaked for u doctor ; I wus willing to get uny- 
thing for her. Sho waa an English woman 
and bright and well informed ; I thought a 
great deal of her. I uni on good torms with 
everybody at Plumper Pass, und hold 
malice againat none. 

George Simon, clerk in tho Lm'd Registry 
ollico, Viotorio, waa sworn and produced 
tho original certificate of douth, aigned by 
Richard Morrison, M D , given in at the 
Lund Registry cflico, January 110, 1891, 
certifying that ho (Dr. Morrison) examined 
Mra. Elizabeth RobertB, upparently aged 
54 yeara, on the ,'SOth nf January, 1891, and 
that she died on tho 28th of January, 1894, 
at Plumper Pass, the caueo of death being 
"oardiao disiuae," and that tho diseuso con- 
tinued about seven week8. 

To the Coroner : No othor certificate 
similar to that of Dr. Morrison has ever 
come under my notice. I am not aware 
thut tho practice ia common that medical 
men furnish Bimilar certificates. A search 
waa made in our office but no such certi- 
ficate could bo found. This form of cer- 
tificate is only for uso by tho medical man 
in attendance before death, but to meet the 
cu30 the word " attended " has been acorod 
out, und tho word "examined" inserted. 
1 am familiar with the law in regard to the 
registration of deaths. Thoicis a penalty 
attached to tho issuing of u fraudulent cer- 
tificate of death. 

The Coroner briefly commented upon tho 
loose manner in which tho registration net 
hail been drawn and which made statistics 
as to health absolutely useleaa 

Thomas Story, undertaker, aaid that 
when W. T. Collinaon camo with the body 
he auid he wua going to aeo Dr. Morrison 
and get a certificate of death. Would not 
swear thut ho did not toll CollinBon ho would 
have to get such certificate. Had frequently 
aeon certificates Bimilar to that issued by 
Dr. Morriaon and received thorn from other 
medical men of the city, Whon oaked to 
mention them ho would name Dr. Duncan. 
On aecond thought ho would not awear that 
tho cauao of deuth was given in theso certi- 
ficates, which woro generally for China- 
mon ; it was meroly cortifiod that doath had 
not resulted from any contagious disease. 

Tho court hero adjourned until tho 19th 
instant, when tho public analyst will report 
tho rcBult ot his examination.
